In the defence it was alleged that the de- 
fendants made the promissory note for £50; 
that the loan transaction was effected, not 
a‘, the plaintiff's registered address, but at 
tne defendants’ address in Bray, and in a 
name other. than the plaintiff's. registered 
name, and that the agreement ahd note were, 
therefore, void under the Money-Lenders 
Act, 63 and 64 Vic., c. 51, s. 2 

The defendants, in a counter-claim, sought 
to have the. transaction re-opened, an account 
taken between them and the plaintiff, and 
to be relieved from payment P ahy sym in 
excess of the amount fairly due in respect of 
principal, interest and charges. 

Mr. William Black (instriicted by Mr. 
Samuel Eastwood) appeared for the defen- 
dants and appellants; and Mr. Hector 
Hughes (instructed by itr. B. R. W. Doran) 
for-the plaintiff and respondent, 

In support of the appeal, it was submitted 
that the substantial part of the transaction 
was carried on at Bray, elsewhere than at 
the plaintiff’s registered business address, 
and that it was carried out before the plain- 
liff disclosed his name as a money-lender. 

For the plaintiff, it was contended that this 
wut not a case involving the ‘mischief ” 
contemplated by the Money-Lenders Act, and 
that the substantial part of the transaction 
was carried out at the plaintiff's registered 
address, what occurred in Bray being merely 
an incidental matter. 

JUDGMENT. 

Justice, giving judgment, said 
that in his opinion the judgment of the 
learned trial judge must be set aside. Re- 
Viewing the facts of the case and the find- 
ings of Mr. Justice Sullivan at the trial, he 
pointed out that, according to the evidence, 
the plaintiff, while on holidays in the 
summer at Bray, under the name of Morris, 
came in contact with the defendants, and 
hearing from them that they were in nee 
of a loan of money fer the pe of their 
business, the plaintiff told them that he was 
in the money-lending business, and that he 
would help in the mater of an advance. 

At that time the plaintiff had passed as 
Mc. Morris, jeweller, of 34 Exchequer street, 
Dublin, and when he was invited by Mrs. 
Byrne, in a telephone message to that ad- 
dress, to come down to Bray, the nature of

the transaction was entirely in the 
ar until he got te Bray. When 
he arrived the Joan transaction took 


place, the defendants informing him that they 
wanted to borrow £50. The money was then 
advanced and the promissory note prepared 
aud signed. 

In his lordship’s opinion, the inference to be 
drawn from these facts was, first of all, that 
the entire of that loan transaction took place 
in Bray at the defendants’ house; and, in 
fact, Mr. Hughes in his argument accepted 
that position when he said that there was no 
reason why the name of Mofsovitz should have 
béen disclosed to the defendants until the 
plaintiff arrived in Bray and ascertained the 
nature of the business for which he had been 
invited to Bray. Therefore, he said that this 
loan transaction, having taker place elsewhere 
than at the plaintifis’ registered address as a 
money-lender, did not con? with the pro- 
visions of Section 2 of the Money-Lenders Act 
of 1900, ard it was, therefore, void and not 
enforceable by law. 
| His lordship suggested that the registering 
authority ought really to take into considera- 
tion whether the exact position of the money- 
lendér’s office should not be specified in a 
building where there were other offices also, 
as in this case, in order to ingure compliance 
with the provisions of the Act as much as 
possible. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon and Mr. 
Murnaghan concurred. 

The appeal, accordingly, was ypheld, and 
the judgment of Mr. Justice Sullivan re- 
versed with costs. 


PENSIONS CLAIMED. 
FORMER EMPLOYES OF DUBLIN 
CORPORATION. 

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The case of the King (Dillon) v. the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health ard the case of the King (Murphy) 
v. the same respondent were listed for mentee 
on appeal from decisions of the Dhivisiona 
Court refusing the applications of the 
appellants, who were former employés of the 
Dublin Corporation, to maké absolute con- 
ditional orders for mandamus in relation to 
pensiors to which they claimed to be entitled.

In the second case, that of Mrs. Murphy, 
she was appointed caretaker, and occupied 
that position for 16 years, on the permanent

she was the holder of a pensionable office. 
The Corporation declined, as in the first case, 
to acknowledge her right. In both cases the 
right to a pension was disputed, and in the 
letters from the Local Government Depart- 
ment it was stated that the Miniser for Local

WITHDRAWAL OF SHARES. 
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LIMERICK CO-OPERATIVE 
SOCIETY’S APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The hearing coneluded of an appeal by the 
Limerick Co-operative Society against a 
decree for £162 13s. 4d. granted by the Lime- 
rick Circuit Court Judge in favour of Mrs. 
Renwick, a trader, of Mulgrave street, Lime- 
rick, plaintiff in the action. 

It appeared that she paid money from 
time to time, amounting to £160, to the 
Society, the interest being £2 13s. 4d. 
money was for withdrawable shares in the 
Society, and she understood that the money 
would be returned to her at any time. When 
she applied in March, 1925, for payment of 
her withdrawable shares, the application was 
refused by the Society on the ground that she 
had not complied with a rule whtich required 
that in case of withdraway of, any sum up to 
£2 one week's rietice shouldbe given; up to 
£5, two weeks; above £5 and up to £10, 
three weeks; and an additional week's notice 
for each additional sum of £5 or fraction 
thereof. It was stated that the plaintiff was 
not aware of this rule, and was not supplied 
with a copy of the rules. 

The Cireuit Judge, holding that the rule 
referred to was unreasonable and unenforce- 
able, and having regard to the evidence that

the plaintiff had no knowledge of its 
existnce, granted the decree. 
he Court held that the Cirédit Cotirt 


Judge was wrong in law in holding that 
the rule in question was not enforceable, and 
reversed his decision, but without casts.

Company, 13 Upper Merrion street, Dublin, 
wholesale produce merchants, to ~ecover 
i 68 10s. 10d. for goods sold and delivered. 
Defendant counter-claimed, by way of set-off, 
for £50 13s, 4d. in respect of the loss of 
10,000 cream containers, destroved in con- 
sequence, as alleged, of ‘bad cream having 
been supplied to him. 

It appeared from the evidence that in 1923 
a considerable amount. of business passed 
hetween the plaintiffs and defendant in the 
. supply of cream and eggs. There was 

balance of £58 6s. 10d. due the plaintiffs in 

respect of cream and £10 4s. in respect of 
| eggs. The cream was sent out from the 
creamery in perfect condition, 
| Obtained from local suppliers. In cross- 
j examination, the creamery mahager admitted 
that the cream was got pasteurised before 
being sent out. There was a heat wave at 
j the time it was despatched.

only for political offences, but for crimes 
that had cost the country dear. 

The Government's expectations, however, 


fortunately, there appeared to be still an 
abundance of arm afid ammunition in the 
country. The illegal organisation to which 
t'e indictment referred was known as the 
Irish Republican Army, and it was apparent 
that it contemplated waging war on the 
country when the opportunity arose. 

Evidence was then given of the accused 
man’s arrest in a motor garage in Ennis. 
He had two documents in his possession—one 
dealing with military parades, and the other 
with a ‘‘ Brigade Convention ' at Kilmihill, 
which did not_materialise. 

Flynn was found guilty, and put back for 
sentence. 

John McCarthy, who was also found 
grilty on a similar indictment and put back 
ut sentence, defied that he belonged to an 
illegal organisation. Addtessing the jury, he 
saia that he joined the organisation long be- 
fore the Free State came into existence, and 
swore allegiance to it and to Ireland—not to 
auy part of Ireland. He had kept that oath, 
and intended to keep it. He had been in 
jail since July, and he protested against the 
criminal treatment which, he alleged, was 
meted out to him and to his fellow-prisoners 
awaiting trial for what was called treason. 
1 He was guilty of no crime, and had been 
arrested by the ‘‘ pimps of the Free State 
Government ' because of the views which he 


held.

“ HOLD UP.” OF JUSTICE AND 
SUPERINTENDENT. 

A young man named Owen Smith was 
found guilty of shooting at James Trimble, 
a Civic Guard, with intent to prevent his 
lawful apprehension. 

The evidence of (Guards Trimble and 
Keating was that they went to Castlefrench, 
Ca. Galway, to arrest Smith, on the 18th 
June last. As they approached the house af 
i Mrs. Crean they saw her waving her hand 
at a window, as if signalling to somebody. 
Trimble went to the back of the house, and 
Keating heard him call: ‘* Halt!’ Keating 
then went to his comrade’s assistance, and 
saw Smith running across the field. 

Guard Trimble fired a shot over the 
fugitive's head, and Smith fired back several 
shots with a long Webley or a Colt revolver 


from the shelter of a fence. Eventually 
Smith concealed himself in a quarry and 
escaped, but was arrested later. When 


charged and cantioned, he said that one of 
the bullets fired at him passed through his 
clothing, and that another hit his revolver. 

The accused man’s case was that he did 
not know that Trimble and Keating were 
Civic Guards, as they were in civilian clothes, 
and that he fired in self-defence. He added: 
“ One of the men was very near getting me 
as [ was crossing the ditch.” 

Other charges were heard against Smith— 
of unlawful assembly, with two other men, 
at Drinan, County Galway, on the 28nd Feb- 
ruary, 1924; of assaulting J. H. Gallagher, 
the local District Justice, and L. O'Byrne, 
local Superintendent of the Civic Guagds ; and 
of seizing the motor car in which they were 
travelling. 

Mr, Carrigan said that the “ student-look- 
ing prisoner,’’ with two other men, “ held 
up '’ the District Justice and the Civic Guard 
Superintendent as they were returning to 
Ballinasloe from Ballygar District Court. He 
was unmasked, and fired a shot as the motor 
cay approached, having as his authority, ap- 
parently, a Service rifle and his spectacles. 
taise.) The Stiperintendent was 
searched, and when the car was taken he 
and the District Justice had “to foot it” 
for miles before they saw the cer again, near 
Ballinasloe. 

The prisoner’s explanation, Mr. Carrigan 
added, was that he ‘held up” the wrong 
car; that he intended stopping another one 
to rescue a prisoner. 

Thomas atters, the driver of the car, 
described how one man, who appeared to be 
in command of the other two, made him 
drive along roads which he had never 
travelled before. He could not identify Smith 
as one of the men. 

The. only evidence of identification 
that given by the Superintendent. 

Mr. Conor Maguire, defending, submitted 
to the jury that the Superintendent's evidence 
was not sufficient, and lacked corroboration. 
He repudiated the statement attributed to 
the accused man by Sergeant McKenna, C.G., 
that he ‘‘held up ” the wrong car, and 
commented on the absence of the District 
Justice as a witness for the State. 

A verdict of “ net guilty ’’ was returned, 
and Smith was put back for trial on a further 
charge.

The improvement of gyzssland is a subject 
which pays for study, and the study has a 
1ew and absorbing interest in view of the 
recent researches of Dr. Orr and his col- 
leagues at the Rowett Institute in Scotland. 
Dr. Orr finds that the health and. progress of 
grazing animals are closely ed’ with 
the mineral content of the herbage on which 
they feed. As is well known, Dr, Orr has for 
some time been devoting his attention to the. 
part played in animal .utrition by mi 


as distinct from proteins, fats and darbo- 
hydrates, to which researches in animal 
nutrition have hitherto been chiefly directed, 


lie affirms that, under experimental con- 
ditions, its possible by feeding diets with 
marked deficiencies or excesses of some of the. 
mineral elements, to produce eonditions of 
malnutrition which are very definite and 
marked, and are similar to those which some- 
times occur in practice, and are then regarded 
as defin.te diseages.. Dt, Orr states also that 
there are conditions of -malnutrition due to 
the lacx of balance of the mineral elements in 


being wrong are much less obvious. For 
example, young animals may be retarded in 
growth, and pick up again when the mineral 
halance. jn the food is adjusted. There may 
also be increased susceptibility to certain in- 
fectious diseases in cases of malnutrition due 
to deficiencies of minerals. 


Defects in Pastures. 


Following upon that, Dr. Orr has found 
that good mixed pasture contains the various 
food elements in proportions somewhat similar 
to those which are found in milk, and might, 
therefore, be prestuned to be suitable for 
animal growth and the maintenance of health, 
as, indeed, is found to be the case in practice. 
Now, the two elements most frequertly de- 
ficient. in pastures are calcium and phosphorus, 
and these the farmer should see that he main- 
tains in the soil. The mos: concentrated form 
of calcium available for the farmer is lime. 
Slag and other forms of phosphate supply 
hoth calcium and phosphorus, often in quan- 
tity sufficient to meet all requirements, and 
if they be applied, it is not necessary in 
many cases to supply lime as well. There is 
a notable example of the effects of depletion 
cf pastures caused by overstocking. and by 
neciect of fertilisation in the case of -the 
Faikland Islands. Sheep have been reared 
there for about 40 vears, and neither food stuff 
nor manure has been imported... During the 
last 20 vears, it has been increasingly diffi- 
cult to rear lambs, and it seems evident that 


this is to. be attributed to malnutrition in- 
duced by a deficiency of calcium in the soil 
Meat Producing Capacity. 

Turning to farming experience mm this 


country farmers are well aware of the differ- 
ence in beef er mutton producing capacity be 
tween some pastures and others, and also they 
are aware of the fact that the feeding value 
n! poor pastures can be greatly improved by 
the application of mineral fertilisers. We hear 
of pastures that will produce in animals 
plenty of bone, large frames, and vigorous 
eonstitutions, and of others which will pro- 
duce, im -comparison, animals of stunted 
growth, and it is known that there are areas 


of “sound” and ‘“ unsound land. the 
seasons for which are. so far. unexvlained. 
lf is not unreasonable to assume that the 


mineral content of the pasture mav have an 
infinence in these directions. and this view is 
weil supported bv the results of work carried 
out at the Rowett Institute

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HOW TO MEET 
COMPETITION. 


PROBLEM. 


Whilst discussion, not in Ireland only, but 
everywhere, ranges round such problems as 
the best use of land, the right principles of 
cropping, the breeding, rearing, and care of 
live stock, the keying up of farming method 
and the increase of productivity, there is, from 
the standpoint of the individual farmer, a 
question more important than any other— 
nainely, matketing. He who controls the 
markets controls the farm. If the farmer can 
do this he will be master in his own house. 
lf not, another will master him, whether that 
other be sume syndicate of buyers or con 
sumers or the State, or, as more and more 
tends to be the rule, the over-riding force of 
international competition. It is largely be- 
cause he does not know where he stands that 
the farmer finds that he can seldom put his 
whole heart into his work. 

It is useless, however, to lecture the farmor 
upon his lack of information, and leave it 
at that, or to tell him that ‘‘things are 
done so much better abroad,” and tell him 
no more, He will justly retort upon his 
critics, ‘‘ Well, why don’t you tell us what 
to do”' And the crux in his rejoinder is 
that there is no simple answer to it. ~All tell 
him to orgauise, and in at least one branch cf 
jus business he has done so successfully. Co- 
vperative dairying may, indeed; point the way 
to new and profitable enterprises, and, in re- 
gard to one of these—the marketing of egzs— 
he has been advised to put np an effort similar 
to that which Sir Horace Plunkett and others 
started him upon a zeneration azo. But, 
whilst that branch of his business may soon be 
improved— indeed, the writer was informed on 
excellent authority last week that it has im- 
preved appreciably already, in consequence cf 
the administration of the Agricultural Produce 
Kegs) Act—mest branches of it 1emain un- 
developed. 


Unified Methcd Wanted. 


The complexity of the industry makes any 
simple solution of the marketing problem im- 
possible. There must, of course, be a unified 
method. It is easy to noint to co-operative 
organisation as the direction in which to look 
for a clue, but the farmers may point to the 
capital subscribed for Irish Meat. Ltd.. and 
the energy shown in its initiation as proof 
that thev.are alive to their interests. Assum- 
‘ng, however. rapid advances in the marketing 
of both pigs and eggs, the fact remains that 
the greater part of the farmers’ output is still 
either marketed by no method at all or it is 
too ~=loosely organised. farmer competing 
against farmer in the fair, co-operative society 
competing against co-operative socicty in the 
market. Dvastic as it may sound, that has got 
to stop or the industry of agriculture in-Ire- 
and will fall to pieces. 


Marketing in Bulk. 


There is no doubt that more attention 
must be given by farmers and their advisers 
lo alternative metliods to those now preva‘) 
ing, and there are two directions worthy of 
attention. What has been done in dairying: 
though it is very far short of all that might 
he done--does point the way towards 
of them. Umitormity of production,, hand 
ling and despatch, is one clue to snecess on 


one 


the modern market. Until what we are 
beginning to do for butter and eggs :s 


atteurpted also in respect ot potatoes, oats, 
and every form of produce which Ireland can 
export profitably, there is no chance that we 
shall take our proper place on the market. 
But that is not enough. We must also market 
i bulk What some call ‘“‘ commodity 
marketing,’’ meaning thereby the marketing | 
of entirely the whole national product of :he 
commodity available for shipment, must be | 
undertaken. It is at this point that the | 
existing system introduced in respect of butter | 
hy the co-operative creameries requires to 
be keyed up. Jt is not ‘‘ good enough ” that 
each producer--and more especially each co- 
operative producer-—should paddle his own 
canoe alone. This is not a matter for canoes, 
but for big boats.

district, market hy market. It is question- 
able whetlier even our home market, in the 
narrow and exact sense, the towns and cities 
of Ireland, can be held for Irish produce un- 
less they are more carefully studied by our 
producers than they are studied now. They 
ean hardly’ be said to be ‘“‘held’’ now, with 
an import of, food stuffs which, for an agri- 
cultural country, is uncomfortably high. But 
for such study the indivjdual farmer is un- 
fitted. It is complex, and ramifies for. On 
the “other liand, when the problem is one 
involving the elements -f trade, ii is not one 
which the Government can direct; unless, 
indeed, it decided to make itself responsible 
for the whele output of whatever product it 
had agreed to control—a step to. which 
serious exception would. bre taken by se many 
different interests arid elements in the nation, 
that we do not think it would obtain national 
assent. 

All that can be hoped for at the outset, 
at any rate, is that the farmer may be put 
within reach of the best sources of informa- 


tion, given opportunities to consider’ and dis 
cuss them, offered alternative methods of 
organisation, if such are  available—too 
frequently there will be only one: *‘ best’ 
way, which he will reject at his peril—and, 
this is the essence of the situation, taught 
how to organise on the lines which have 
made Denmark and Holland, New Zealaud 
end Canada, a peril to his future, and none 
the less perilous because they neither do 
him wrong nor even wish him ill. It is by 
education, linked with organisation, that we 
can alone hope to win back eur declining 
agricultural trade, and it is surely one of the 
first duties of the State to foster both. 


SHORTHORNS IN ARGENTINA. 
— 

In Argentina stock breeding operations are 
carried out on a most extersive scale. Any- 
thing from 5,000 to 45,000 head of cattle may 
be found on the majority of the leading estates, 
of which a good proportion are pure-bred 
stock entered in the Argentine Herd Book ; 
while a huge concern such as Bovril. Ltd., 
conirols a quarter of a million animals. A 
typical ““estancia '” will carry 10,000 head 
of cattle and be able to show 80,000 to 90.000 
acres under crops. As to the kind of pedi- 
gree stock required-from these islands at pre- 
sent, it would seom that at the moment the 
type most in demand is the thick. low-set 
Scotch type of Shorthorn; but signs are not 
waiting to show that there'will-come a time 
when good dual-purpose bulls, with some milk 
in their pedigrees, will meet with apprecia- 
tion in Argentina. There isa rising dairy jn- 
dustry, and, with the Shorthorn predominat- 
ing as “it now does, there is every reasor to

BREED. 


As far back as 1913, there was established 
in Dublin the Irish Maol Cattle Society. 
Those who organised it stated that the maol 
cattle were an ancient Irish hornless breed, 
noted for their dairying” qualifications, and 
proposed that the breed should have 4 herd 
bool. of its own. With this object, assist- 
ance was sought from the Department of 
Agiiculture, and an effort was made to place 
the breed on a sound basis by - bringing 
together some of the best foundation stock 
available, and in that way building up the 
beed.. Careful investigation went to show 
thut the breed, as a distinct breed, had passed 
ot of existence altogether. The few horn- 
less cattle to be found proved to be crosses 
o* the Red Poll or crosses of the berdeen- 
Angu; breed. As a result the attempt to 
revive the Irish Maol was abandoned, and 
this at a time -when one Depart:nent of Agrt- 
culture covered the whole country. ' 

Despite this record of failure. fanciers of 
thic breed at a meeting in Belfast, presided 
over by Mr. F. H. Maclean, J.P., formed an 


Irish Maol Cattle Association for the Six 
Counties. Captain H. Dixon. D.L.. M.P., 
wis appointed president. Mr. John  B. 


Morrison, J.P.. Ballydrain, and Major W. 
W. Dobbin, M.B.E., Dunmurry, we e elected 
vice-presidents.

AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY 
TESTS. 


—— ->--——— 


Recent vears have seer a great development 
in the construction of ali types of agricul- 
tural machinery, and the need has arisen for 
making available to the farmer reliable in- 
formation of a strictly impartial kind con- 
cerring the efficiency of any machine he may 
wish to purchase. With this end in view, 
the British Ministry of Agriculture has put 
into operation a scheme for testing agricul- 
tural machinery. The object of the scheme 
is to furnish accurate information regarding 
the utility, efficiency and workirg costs of 
every machine and implement submitted to 
the official test. A certificate and a report 
are issued in respect of each piece tested. A 
certificate concerning a tractor plough would, 
for example, indicate ‘the salient features of 
the machine; the field ard weather conditions 
prevailing at the time of the test, with special 
regard to such conditions likely ‘to influence 


the result of the test; the number of men 
employed, and how they were engaged ; a de 
scription of the work done—acreage ploughed 
and furrow slice dimer.sion and the time 
taken to do it: and, finally, the draw-bar 
loads. fuel consumption, speeds of ploughing 
and cost of labour, fuel and, if necessary, 
repairs. |

While measures for the licensing of bul!s are 
being freely. adopted in the Irish Free State 
and in Northern Ireland, there is. strong op- 
position to the adoption of a similar proposal 


in England. 


During the past vear there were 259 out- 
breaks of foot-and-mouth disease in England. 
These occurred in 26 counties and involved the 
slaughter of 8.511 cattle, 8,245 sheep, 33 goats, 
and 2.978 swine. 


Although motor newer mav be displacing 
horse traction in manv directions, the popu- 
laritv of hunting was never so great. This in 
itself gives grounds for hope that horse-breed- 
ing again be the lucrative and at- 
tractive side of farming it has been in this 
country.

The Highland and Agricultural Seciety of 
Seotland has had two successful vears. " On 
the Perth Highland of 1924 there was a profit 
of £2.322 and on the Glascow Show last vear 
a profit of over £4226. The receinta there 
were £21,523 and the expenditure £17.087. 


The Cork County Committee of Agriculture 
has passed a resolution calling on the Minis- 
ter for Finance to increase considerably the 
grant for agriculture in the Saorstat. as the 
present grant towards the development of the 
industrv is inadequate. They also asked for 
a special grant of £1,000 to carry out the 
schemes in operation until now in Co. Cork. 


The average yield of the turnip crop in 
Northern lreland in 1925 has been estimated 
at 18.5 tons per acre, as against 9.4 tons in 
1924, while the estimated yield of the mangel 
crop was 16.6 tons, as against 8.4 tons per 
acre in 1924. The area under turnips was 
larger than in 1924, but that under mangels 
lighters In bothacases the total yield was 
heavier. i

| REVIVING AN ANCIENT ‘POTATO COMPETITIONS. 


- 


EFFECTS OF COMPLETE 
MANURE. 


The field competitions introduced by the 
Sulphate of Ammonia Federation a few years 
ago into the Free State were again very suc- 
cessful in 1925. In Munster the Counties 
Cork and Waterford competed, and in 
Connaught, Roscommon and Sligo. The 
points below will indicate che «eenness of 
competition. 


Cork and Waterford. 


Waterford last season won first, second and 
fourth prizes. The high yields obtained by 
all competitors (35) give abundant evidence 
of the suitability of the soils of Cork and 
Waterford, and enhance the reputations of 
the competitors as first class farmers. The 
prize-winners were :— 

Patrick Dunford, Boohodoon, Co. Water- 
ford, 170 points. 

N. FitzGerald, Bonmahon, Co. Waterford, 
165 points. 

D. Brickley, South Ring, Clonakilty, 163 


points. 

M. Keane, Ardmore, Co. Waterford, 160 
points. 

J. W. Fahy, Mount Ruby, Mallow, 158 
points. F 

D J. Minihan, Skibbereen, Co. Cork (re- 


serve), 157 points. 

Mr. Dunford farms a cold clay mountain 
soil, nearly six hundred feet above the sea 
level. He obtained the highest points for 
quality and uniformity, and was only a few 
ewt. behind the highest yield, that of Mr. 
Brickley, South Ring, Clonakilty. Mr. Dun- 
ford grew potatoes after oats without any 
farmyard manure. A rather unique feature cf 
the manuring of potatoes among farmers in 
Co. Waterferd is that of growing them with- 
out farmyard manure. The high yields, over 
twenty fons in all cases, obtained by the Co. 
Waterford farmers who won prizes, show 
that on some soils at least farmyard manure is 
uo, indispensable. Mr. Dunford grew his 
potatoes from specially selected seed with 
perfect cultivation and thorough spraying 
(three times). His artificial manures were 
3 cwt. sulphate of ammonia, 6 cwt. super, 
and 2 cwts. muriate of potash, resulting in a 
crop of nearly 23 tons. Mr. Dunford is also 
a winner in the Co. Waterford Committee of 
Agriculture Potato Prize Scheme. The variety 
grown by Mr. Dunford was Kerr’s Pink; in 
fact, the first five prizes go to that variety, 
giving abundant evidence of the suitability 
of this variety on various types of soils. It 
has now become the standard variety in 
Southern Ireland. Mr. FitzGerald, the second 
prize-winner, and Mr. Brickley were also 
frequent .winners in previous competitions. 


Weill-ba'anced Manures' 


The splendid crops of potatoes shown by 
the prize-winners were examples of thorough- 
ness, which it should be the aim of every 
farmer to imitate, Nothing was left to 
chance, and they have been amply rewarded 


by these yields. The necessity for well- 
balanced fertilisers was remarkably well 
brought out in there competitions. Nitrogen, 


phosphates and potash in suitable proportions 
are absolutely necessary for a .profitable crop 
of potatoes. In this particular instance, 
where sulphate of ammonia was omitted the | 
vield was reduced by as much as ten tons. 
Each of the prize-winners had a certificate of | 
purity and freedom from disease of the crop 
from the Department Inspector. The width 
of drills plays a very important part im the 

curing of high, vields per acre. A decade 
or two ago drillS Jess than 28 to 30°’ were 
considered too narrow. These competitions 
have proved the fallacy of this one time 
golden rule. In the majority of cases +he 
drills did not exceed 25”, and the first three 
prize-winners grew them on 24” drills, and 1.0 
ill effects, due to the greening of potatoes, 
could be observed at the time of inspection, 
when crops were fully ripe. Seed from these 
crops would be of immense value to farmers 
who desire a reliable change of seed. 


Roscommon and Sligo. a 


While, in point of numbers, the competi- 
tion was not so keen as in the South, some 
very fine yields were returned in the Counties 
Roscommon and Sligo. It was, indeed, 
interesting to find so many of the competitors 
Congested men—i.e., holding small farms pro- 
cured from the Congested Districts Board.

It was very pleasing 
to see the healthy rivalry that existed between? 
the competitors in the various counties. 

The general conclusions to be drawn from 
these competitions are that success depends on 
the following points :— 

(1) Reliable, heavy cropping seed free from 
disease. 

(2) Thorough cultivation. 

(5) Spraying as often as necessary, if pos- 
sible three times. ‘The farmer should take no 
chanees, and no other operation on the farm 
should be permitted to interfere with spraying 
the potatoes. : 
_ (4) Properly balanced fertilisers. 
Is Impossible to ‘lay down any. definite 
formula, the following mixture can be relied 
upon to give uniformly good results :—Two 
cwts. sulphate of ammonia, 4 to 5 cwts. super, 
and 1} cwts. muriate of sulphate of potash 
per statute acre.

In view of the number of buils which have 
been rejected for licence under the Live Stock 
Breeding Act, fears have been expressed that 
there may in some districts be a shortage of 
bulls. Whilst this fear is probably groundless 
so far as the supply of bulls is concerned, it 
ia pe that many bull owners may not be 
able to find the necessary capits] to provide 
themselves with suitable bulls.

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SHORTHORNS AND 
FRIESIANS COMPARED. 


Mr. R. M. Sweetman, Derrybawn, Glenda- 
lough, Co. Wicklow, writes, pointing out 
that in the Free State Register of Non- 
Pedigree Dairy Cattle (Vol. 1, part 1) there 
are particulars of 4,000 cattle, all of the 
Shorthorn type. 

Of cows that gave 10,000 pounds of milk 
in any one lactation of 45 weeks there are 
159 in the volume. From this he 
particulars of 68 consecutive cases in which 
average butter fat was given. 

Next he went to the British Friesian Herd 
Book of 1924 (Vol. 13), and extracted the 
particulars of milk yield and butter-fat of the 
first 68 British Friesian cows that gave over 
10,000 pounds of milk in the lactation period 
of 365 days, and whose average butter-fat 
was given. 


These preliminaries placed him in a posi- | 


tion to make a comparison between the two 
breeds im the matter of butter-fat content. 
He added together the milk yields of each 


lot of 68. He also added together the butter- ; 


fat percentages, so as to arrive at an average. 
The results were as follow:— 

68 non-pedigree Shorthorns gave 733,231 

pounds of milk, with an average 
butter-fat content of 3.55; 


68 British Friesians gave 894,122 pounds of | 


milk, with an average butter-fat con- | 


tent of $.59—a slight 
favour of the Friesians. 

These figures, he contends, should go far 
to contradict the idea so prevalent that 
Friesian milk is very deficient in bvtter-fat. 
Out of the 68 Friesian cows 12 had an 
average butter-fat test of over 4 per cent. 
Two of these latter animals gave over 20,000 
pounds of milk in the British lactation period 
(365 days). 

‘* This comparison deals solely with butter- 
fat content. There are, however, available 
plenty of authentic statistics proving that the 
Friesian breed is greatly superior to the 
Shorthorn in milk yield; and this will, I 
think, hardly be challenged. Can it be 
denied that it is, therefore, superior as a 
dairy animal? The comparative merits of 
the two breeds as cual purpose animals is 
more difficult to ascertain. There are, how- 
ever, some general considerations that may 
help the impartial inquirer. 

The Friesian breed has only come into 
prominence in the Briti-': Isles since 1914, 
the year of the Dutch importation. | There 
were at first a considerable number of cows 
which, though giving a heavy flow of milk, 
tested low in the matter of butter-fat. That 
fault, as statistics show, has already been 
largely remedied. Further, many Friesian 
cattle were at first inclined to be somewhat 
long in the leg and shallow in the body. 
That fault is also being remedied. All pro- 


superiority in 


Í gressive British Friesian breeders are work- 


ing to improve the breéd in regard to 
butter-fat and shapes. Their success in the 
former effort is manifest from such statistics 
and observation. 

Such progress in less than twelve years 
suggests that the next decade will see the 
acknowledgment of the Friesian as a dual 
purpose animal, not only in Great Britain, 
but in Ireland.

ACTION TAKEN.

OVERCROWDING IN 
COUNTY HOMES. 


A NATIONAL POOR RATE 


SUGGESTED. 


Mr. C. H. O'Conor presided. 

Dr. P. A. Daly, a member of the Mayo 
County Council and of the Board of Health, 
in his evidence, stated that the county scheme 
under the Local Government (Temporary 
Provisions) Act, 1922, and as amended in the 
Acts, 1923 and 1924, was unworkable in many 
ways, both from the point of view of the 
relief of the poor of all classes and the 
burdens which the ratepayers’ had to bear. 
The County Home at Castlebar was unable 
to accommodate all sections of the poor and 
sick in the county, and the result was that 
the Home at present was congested, as well 
as under-staffed. That was hardly to be 
wondered at when it was considered that the 
Home was supposed to provide for the poor 
drawn from a population of 192,177 in a 
poor county. 

In his opinion, a temporary Home should 
be established at Ballina, where there ws 
already a hospital, unti] such time as the 
institution at Castlebar could be properly 
developed, after which the Home at Ballina 
could be closed. 

The County Council suggested that cottage 
hospitals shquid be established in each of 
the old rural districts. ‘Lhe existing district 
hospitals were not in the right place and 
were inconvenient and costly. 

TUBERCULOSIS AND PHTHISIS. 

In regard to the treatment of acute cases 
of tuberculosis and chronic phthisical row. 
the doctor said that the County Tubercular 
Medical Officer had informed him that he re- 
quired at least forty beds for ‘this class of 
patients, and these would not’ include an 
average of twenty beds, which were occupied 
by patients suffering 
from tubercular bone trouble, The treatment 
of tubereulosis in the county under the Poor 
Law system‘was the most diffieult and most 
urgent that the Commission had to deal with. 

He found: in his district that phthisis: was 
on “the increase, and that it could not be 
successfully faced until notification was com- 

ulsory. - [here was a wing of the building 
in the County Home grounds at Castlebar 
which might, with little expense,-be utilised 
for patients suffering from »hthisis. | 

Senator P. W. Kenny, Waterford, in his 
evidence, stiggested a national poor rate, 
which would be more equitable than a local 
rate, because there were whole counties in 
the West which were very poor. The 
wealthier districts would level things pp, but 
in the most poverty-striken areas the 
relatively well-to-do were themselves just on 
the brink of poverty, and they had, propor- 
tionately, to support the largest number of 
the poor. That system of taxation was all 
wrong. It was a State matter, and should 
be dealt with by the Executive. 


THE TRAMP CLASS. 

The tramp class, the people who would not 
work, he said, must be compelled to work 
for their bread. Such people were a menace 
to the countryside, because of their unwanted 
visits to houses where only women dwelt, 
demanding tea. and bread and butter. These 
yeople were unable to reform themselves, and 
“ suggested that the State should set up 
labour houses in parts of the country where 
land was unproductive, and upon which the 
vagrant classes might be put to work. 
Similarly, women of the vagrant classes 
should be put into homes and, taught laundry 
and other démestic work, which would pte 
duce something equal to the cost of their 
keep. 

Mr. Patrick O'Hara, of Swinford, a member 
of the Mayo Board of Héalth, in the course 
of his evidence, stated that the farmer, even 
if he had 100 acres of land, was not making 
a profit. It was the business people who

PROPOSED LABOUR HOMES. 

The abolition of the workhouse casual ward 
had increased the danger from tramps who 
slept out, and he had to insure against such 
danger. He had found organised Labour 
amenable to reason, and he did not antici- 
pate any opposition to labour homes from 
that source. He suggested State pensions for 
widows and children who were destitute, in 
the place of out-door relief, to which a 
stigma attached that had never been asso- 
ciated with old age pensions.

DISTRESS IN SOUTH 
COUNTY DUBLIN.

WHOLE FAMILIES ON VERGE 
OF STARVATION. 


With reference to the state of unemploy- 
ment in South County Dublin, Mr. P. 
Mulvaney, M.C.C., Dean’s Grange, wrote to 
the Rathdown Rural Council stating that he 
had never known. such genuinely serious dis- 
tress as prevailed in the Dean’s Grange and 
Kill o’ the Grange areas. He could vouch for 
the fact that there were whole families there 
actually on the verge of starvation. There 
were glaring instances of semi-starvation, of 
which, he presumed, some of the councillors 
were aware, 

The councillors, he suggested, could help 
the Dublin County Council to obtain a grant 
from the Government by making a census of 
the distressed families in their districts. He 
further suggested that the Rathdown 
Guardians should call on the County Council 
te put the Exceptional Distress Act into force 
if, in their opinion, circumstances warranted 
it.. There were fifty men in Dean’s Grange 
and Kill o’ the Grange willing and able, but 
denied the right, to work. 

The Chairman of. the Council said that if 
these EA applied to the guardians, through 
the relieving officers, the guardians would, if 
necessary, take steps to have the Exceptional 
Distress Act put in force. 

The letter was marked ‘‘ Read and noted.”’ 


ECONOMY ON ROADS. 


LARGE RATES REDUCTION IN 
RATHDOWN. 


Rathdown Rural Council yesterday adopted 
a reduced roads estimate, which will effect 
a reduction in the rates of 10d. in the £ as 
comparéd with last year. 

Mr. J. A. Ryan, County Surveyor, sub- 
mitted to the meeting the annual estimate 
for road expenditure, which amounted to over 
The Chairman, Mr. A. W. Cullen, Mr. 
Hollwey, and Mr. Roe feferred-to the high 
rates, and it was mentioned that, owing to 
the stoppage of the Road Fund grants, road 
expenditure would fall entirely on the rate- 
payers. 

On the motion of the Chairman, the Council 
passed a reduced amount of £7, to be 
expended on roads, etc., in the Rathdown 
district. 

The Chairman paid a warm tribute to Mr. 
Ryan, the Surveyor, and his assistant, Mr. 
Hurst, for the efficient manner in which they 
carried out their duties. 

Mr. Roe said that the Rathdown roads 
were the best in the Free State. 


CHILD WELFARE. 


BENEFICIAL: WORK AT 
_ RINGSEND. 


Yesterday afternoon the Ringsend Child 
Welfare Centre entertained the mothers and 
children belonging to the Centre at 11 Thorn- 
castle place, Dublin. There are sixty-five 
women’s names on the roll, and nearly all 
attended with one or more children. 

The members of the Committee in charge 
of the Centre are:—Mrs. Johnston, Mrs. 
Hewitt, Mrs. Winder, Mrs. Brittain, Mrs. 
Chillingworth, Mrs. O’Connell Fitzsimon, Mrs. 
Lawson, Mrs. J. Bigger. The doctor attend- 
ing the Centre is Dr. O’Mahoney, of Booters- 
town, and the nurse in charge is Mrs. Collins, 
who has been connected with it since its 
foundation in 1911. Since 1916 the Centre 
has been in charge of the Pembroke Urban 
District Council. As well as the cases coming 
in for attention, there are 695 on the books 
for outside attention, as the children are 
visited regularly in their homes up to twelve 
months, and then at intervals up to five years. 
On the occasion of the yearly excursion last 
July the Committee were reluctantly com- 
pelled to limit the number to 200. The ease 
with which discipline is maintained in the 
Centre speaks well for it. In one room where 
games and singing were going on a little girl 
only a few years older than the children was 
in charge and kept order without any diffi- 
culty. 

The good effects of the care given are quite 
evident, particularly in the case of twins who 
were present, and were said to have been 
extremely delicate for some time after birth. 
Now, at nearly two years old, they are as 
thriving a pair as could be imagined. 


GRANGEGORMAN MENTAL 
HOSPITAL. 


MILD INFLUENZA OUTBREAK. 


At the fortnightly meeting of the Grange- 
gorman Mental _—e yesterday the Chief 
Clerk (Mr. J. J. Doyle) reported that the 
accounts ‘passed for dem that day 
amounted to £19,955 9s. 2d. The balance at 
the’ bank was £4,612 short of what was needed 
to meet the full amount, but salaries, pen- 
sions, eté., would not become due for pay- 
ment until the 30th inst., by which time it 
was anticipated that payments on foot of de- 
mand would have been received from the 
Corporation and other contributory bodies. 
Sums amounting to £11,252 were due by the 
Wicklow and Louth County Councils on over- 
due instalments of the current demand. If 
these sums had been lodged there would 
have been a credit balance of £6,620. 

The. Clerk added that he.had written to 
the Secretaries of the: two Councils asking 
when the overdue sums would be transferred, 
but he had not received a reply. 


The re of the Resident Medica) Superin- 
tendent (Dr. Donelan) showed that there were 
in the hospital 1,779 males and 1,675 females. 
Of these men and 760 women were at 


Portrane. Six men and seven women were 
absent on trial, and one woman escaped. 
The figures showed an increase of 45, or 
1.4 per cent., on those for the corresponding 
week last year.

For such a Show as this midJangary is 
not, perhaps, the best time of year, as breed- 
ing pens already have been made up. — If 
the Show had been held in December, before 
the pens were niated, there is little doubt 
but that the entry would have been even 
larger than it proved. A gratifying feature 
was the excellent all-round quality of ‘the 
exhibits. It would seem that poultry-keepers 
are gradually learning to produce the type 
of bird required for utility purposes. 

It was good policy on the part of the 
Executive Committee to invite competition 
from all parts. of “Ireland, in addition to 
having a section confined to members. The 
immediate effect was to ensure the display 
of some of the best birds from each of the 
flocks represented, and thus stimulate ‘com- 
petition: This is the kind of rivalry that 
will help to improve the poultry-keeping 
industry in_ Ireland. 

Mr. EE Thess, who awarded the prizes, 
was very well satisfied with the manner in 
which the birds were shown, and also with 
the general standard of merit. 

Among Southern exhibitors, Mrs. Cou- 
brough, ‘l‘empleogue, County Dublin, did 
well, winning, in addition to other honours, 
the championship for the best hen oy pullet 
in the Show with a typical White Leghorn. 
With a Rhode Island Red, Mr. John Gray. 
Dunadry, County Antrim, won the champion- 
ship. for the best cock or cockerel, Mr. 
G. C. Richardson, Ballinamallard, won the 
championship for the best drake, and Mrs. 
W. i. Hurst, Enniskillen, that for the best 
duck, each with a Khaki Campbell. 

VALUE OF THE POULTRY TRADE. 

Mr, E. M. Archdale, M.P., Minister for 
Agriculture, Northern Ireland, in declaring 
the Show open, said that they were fortunate 
in their judge, in their secretary, Mr. G. -©. 
Richardson, and also in exhibitors, who could 
show good fowl. Last year, he said. 
£1,800,000 worth of eggs went to England 
from Northern Ireland. This put some 
money into their pockets. ‘There were now 
3,500,000 hens in Northern Ireland, laying: 
on the average, 110 eggs ga annum. f 
this yield could be increased to 130 eggs per 
annum, and the number of hens were in- 
creased by one hen for every acre of arable 
land, they could increase the income of the 
ladies of Northern Ireland by £1,400,000. 
Now that they were sending clean eggs, pro- 
perly graded and packed, to Great Britain, 
traders there took them freely, and English 
Fon were complaining because Northern 
rish eggs were bringing from ós. to 4s. per 
hundred more than English eggs. In this 
connection the English Government had 
issued a pamphlet stating that if their people 
did not take care they would not recover 
their position in the market. 

“ What we should do,” said Mr, Archdale, 
*‘ is to continue our exertions for the produc- 
tion of heavier eggs, properly ironed and 
packed. We expect Rar to have clean 
nests, so that they may have clean eggs." 

BREED FOR EGGS, 

Mr. Powell-Owen, having congratulated the 
Society on running the largest utility poultry 
show ever held in Ireland, said that in Eng- 
land, as well as in Yreland, poultry-keepers 
were coming into their own. here were one 
or two things on which they should concen- 
trate. First of all, they should breed for 
eggs. To increase the average egg-yield from 
110 they sheuld keep the best stock, provide 
the best housing, and give the best feeding. 
One way of increasing the average was to 
reduce the number of. birds by killing off the 
‘“‘duds.”” To get large eggs they should 
breed only from birds that laid big eggs. 
Having secured size, they should see that the 
eggs were clean. Otherwise they would lose 
a great advantage in the export trade. To 
attain these results, nothing was better than 
a Society such as this. (Applause.)

A squadron of aeroplanes shortly will 
leave ‘the United States to undertake an 
aerial survey of Alaska. It is expected 
that large deposits of valuable ore will be 
discovered, but that is not the main object 
of the undertaking. In Alaska there are 
local magnetic poles which exert a baleful 
influence on navigation; and by locating 
and charting these points the expedition 
hopes to relieve sea and air of peril from 
deceptive compasses. Herein we have an 
example of the large possibilities of aerial 
surveying—an. art. carried to a high pitch 
of ‘developmept’ in the North American 
Contin and particularly in Canada, 
during the ‘past five years. Mr. H. C. 
Loeffler describes in The World’s Health 
the Canadian and American system. Aerial 
cameras are mounted in the flying craft, 
with a gyroscopic’ attachment to prevent 
jolting. These cameras weigh 30lb. and 
contain more than 1,000 parts. Exposures 
over a lens of three inches diameter occupy 
only 1/150 of a second. “Two kinds cf 
photographs taken—oblique and 
vertical~the one to cover large areas 
and provide perspective, the other to 
secure accurately scaled records. With 
the vertical lens exposures are made -;o 
frequently that the photographs obtained 
over-lap by about half their area, and patch- 
work maps of great detail and accuracy are 
obtained at a fraction of the expense in 
time and money which would be involved 
in ordinary methods of surveying. Other 
nations than those of North America are 
beginning to map out their territories i 
like fashion.

of the Tunisian frontier, Aerial surveys 
have been made of the unexplored Congo, 
and the frontier between Colombia and 
Venezuela—almost inaccessible by land 
and haunted by warlike Indians—has been 
mapped from the air.

5,500 years ago. On Salisbury Plain Mr. 
Crawford's aerial photographs have brought 
to light traces of the Celtic system of 
cultivation as practised before the Saxon 
invasions. Aerial surveying made much 
unobtrusive progress in Ireland under the 
late Major Molony, of the Free State Air 
Force, and the recently published Dublin 
Civic Survey contains no more interesting

Tourists of all nations now leave in 
France an annual sum of not less than 
sixty million pounds, and the number ol 
visitors is increasing steadily from year 
to year. The estimate is the result of 
careful compilation by the National 
Tourist Office. From the records of the 
United States Immigration Bureau it is 
computed that some 150,000 Americans 
visit France yearly and spend there a total 
sum of 2,700 millions of francs. British 
tourists, to the extent of 420,000—whose 
average stay is shorter—spend a total sum 
of 2,100 million francs. Next come the 
Spaniards, who spend 1,800 million 
francs; and the total of £60,000,000 re- 
ceives large contributions from Belgians, 
Dutch, Italians, Swiss, South Americans— 
indeed, from every part of the civilised 
world. In these days of motor travel the 
Pactohan stream flows not merely into 
Paris and the fashionable Riviera. but 
into the remotest corners of the land. It 
confers enormous benefits on French trade, 
and the State, too, takes a substantial 
toll with the various taxes which are 
represented by an array of stamps on the 
visitor’s hotel bill. Some short-sighted 
Frenchmen object to the large influx of 
tourists at a time when the depreciation 
of the national currency gives them special 
advantages ; but the great majority of the 
people take a wiser view of an invasion 
which provides many French towns with 
their chief means of existence. Ireland 
cannot hope to rival France as the world’s 
tourist resort. She cannot offer the 
gaieties of Paris, the winter sunshine of 
Cannes, the Roman glamour of Provence 
or the magnificent roads which turn motor 
travel into sheer luxury. Nevertheless, 
she has. her own attractions, and, if our 
people had the French genius íor 
hospitality, 110se attractions would be 
far more familiar to the world than they 
are to-day. No French hotel-keeper is so 
foolish as to. think. that the grandest 
climate or the most gorgeous scenery can 
be a substitute for good food, clean linen 
and expert service. 
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The Showmen’s Plaint. 
Ought.we to be glad or sorry that the 
showmen-for centuries the cheerful 


| views about their rights as voters and tax- 

payers? Doubtless, we ought to be glad, 
even though the fact steals something from 
the last romances of the twentieth century. 
At its annual public: meeting in London, 
on Tuesday, the Showmen’s Guild de- 
nounced Mr. Churchill's proposed “ raid ” 
upon the Road Fund, “ We, the showmen 
of Gieat Britain,” declared the Guild in 
a unanimous resolution, “whose business 
jargely depends on road transport, strongly 
disapprove of the money’ being used for 
any other purpose than that for which 
the Road Fund was created.” “Phe show- 
men are large contributors to the Fund 
because their business demands mechanical 
vehicles. of the heavier’ type—vehicles 
sufficiently roomy to carry the “ round- 
about” horses, the swings and the fat 
lady. ‘They protest, however, that they 
are by no means thé most formidable 
devourers of road surfaces. They take 
the road only twice a week, and, under 
pressure from the Ministry of Transport, 
they have agreed to put rubber tyres on 
the wheels of their engines. They ate in 
no mood to accept further obligations, 
and they havo pledged themselves to resist 
any increase of taxation “by every legiti- 
mate means in our power.” We hope that 
the showmen will win their case ; for they 
deserve well of the public, and, if they 
were driven out of business or were com- 
pelled to increase the prices of their enter- 
tainments, the English countryside s stock 
of harmless pleasure would suffer a sad 
diminution. 


IRISH DRAMA.

HAVE ITS GREAT DAYS 
CEASED? 

“ The Irish Drama Comes of Age” was 
the subject of an address given by Mr. L. P. 
Byrne ('“ Andrew E. Malone ’’) to the mem- 
bers of the Dublin Branch of the Railway 
Clerks’ Assoriation at 89 Upper Dorset 
street last mht. Mr. Byrne said that it 
was a peculiarity of the Irish theatre that 
it was conceived in London about the year 
1896. It might be said to have been derived 
in some way from the Independent Theatre 
movement, which w . then characteristic of 
many European countries, and which was to 
& very large extent a ‘reaction from the 
materialism of the Victorian age. The ’90’s 
were noted nowadays for the revolt against 
that materialism, and for the assertion that 
art should “be divorced from morality. There 
was little of this in the original, conception 
of the Irish Theatre, because it was con- 
ceived in the mind of a man who was a poet, 
rather than primarily a dramatist, and who 
was a patriot; secondarily, to his poetry. The 
theatre had, therefore, had a double motive— 
it was literary and propagandist, and con- 
sequently ‘it differed markedly from the Con- 
tinental independent theatres. 

There was no tradition of Irish drama, 
because there had not been in Ireland any 
development of drama from the mystery 
plays, such as there had been in England, 
though it might be said that English comedy, 
from the days of Shakespeare, was very 
largely the work of Irishmen. It was re- 
markable that the first play in Irish to be 
staged in a theatre should have been so re- 
cently staged as in 1901. It had been said 
that the mechanism of the stage had kept 
Irish drama from developing, but it seemed 
more likely that the absence of facilities and 
encouragement was the cause. Since the 
Abbey Theatre provided these facilities and 
gave encouragement, the drama had grown. 

At the moment it seemed that the great 
days of the drama had come to an end. Ire- 
land had given the world one great dramatist 
—John.Synge—and since his death-there had 
been no dramatist of note until O’Casey’s 
plays were produced, and at. present it would 
appear that the future. of the drama in 
Ireland w:s dependent upon Robinson, 
O'Casey, Murray, and Brinsley MacNamara. 
There had been no development in the drama 
since 1899, and wheth : the subsidy to the 
theatre would bring about a development was 
a problem which only the future could solve. 


LONDON THEATRES. 
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“SHE-STOOPS TO CONQUER” 
AT THE OLD VIC.

For a change Shakespeare has been laid 
aside at the Old Vic, and the talented com- 
pany at the now famous house on “the 
wrong side of the river”’ is giving a fine 
rendering of Oliver Goldsmith's comedy, 
“She Stoops to Conquer.”’ Everyone is 
acquainted with the adventures and misunder- 
standings surrovgding young Marlowe, who, 
coming to pay ligs respects to the Hardcastle 
family, mistakes his host’s house for an inn, 
where he proceeds to make himself very much 
at home, particularly with the pretty barmaid 
—who is really Hardcastle’s daughter, Kate. 

Miss Edith Evans, who makes an alluring 
Kate Hardcastle, is ene of our most versatile 
actresses, but her special forte is: comedy, 
and this part gives her the opportunity of 
bringing her powers of delicious humour into 
full play. 

Although Mr. Baliol Holloway played young 
Marlowe with his usual skili and technique, I 
thought him a shade too mature and subtle 
for the part. Mr. Andrew Leigh’s Tony 
Lumpkin was a great piece of work, while 
Mr. John Garside gave a capital study of 
old Hardcastle. This revival should prove 
very attractive to those playgoers who like

PEARL MACONKEY AND ALICE 
BELL 


At some concerts music is not the sole 
entertainment. Following a Capriccio on the 
electric light switchboard by stewards at Miss 
Davin’s concert on Tuesday, last night's 
audience at the Engineers’ Hall, Dublin, was 
amvked by endeavours, apparently unsuc- 
cessful, to find the loser of a ten-shilling note. 

That made diversion in an interval, but 
the main body of the evening’s occupation 
was serious enough. Miss Pearl Maconkey, 
the vocalist, challenged criticism in mnsic 
ranging from Scarlatti and Gluck through a 
German group, and a bit of Bizet. to a set 
of modern art songs. Miss Alice Bell, the 
pianist, had Chopin, Liszt. Grieg, Debussy, 
and Esposito in her list. Her selections, one 
guessed, were intended to help the evening 
to pass pleasantly, rather than to, advance 
the reputation she has gained of being a 
sound and nimble pianist, well exercised in 
her work. 

Miss Maconkay’s part was belder; and. 
indeed, she was often clever in her use of a 
voice that was below the proper weight for 
most of the music which she chose Occa- 
sionally, as in Brahms’ Forge Song, and in 
part of the Seguedille from ‘Carmen,’ it 
was difficult to decide whether she was 
letting Mr. Weaving, the accompanist, sweep 
her along at too fast a pace, or she herself 
chose the pace, in an endeavour to make a 
sense of flurry replace true excitement. 
Quieter songs, on the other hand, were 
marred by vibrato in the middle voice, and 
Miss Maconkey’s response to the intellectual 
attraction of. the Brahms and Schúmann songs 
must have led her to forget that the in- 
considerate voice-parts written by those com- 
posers inexorably expose weak places in the 
voice. 

Some of the true low notes used in “Che 
faro’’ and in the “ Carmen’’ number certainly 
warranted a development of Miss Maconkey’s 
voice with a contralto aim, and further de- 
velopment, with correction of some faults, 
may make her voice a useful instrument of 
her instinct for expression.

Poor Relief. 


The Minister of Health has proposals an 
hand for securing far-reaching alteration. 
in the law regarding the administratioy of 
poor relief, but it is unlikely that ans 
development of these plans wil] be mara 
this year. The Government a te 
keep its legislative programme as «ma)) 
as possible, and it is not prepared to enter 
upon the controversial issues which neces. 
sarily would be raised by the introduction 
of such a measure. It has been stated 
lately that persons receiving poor reljsf 
would be the sub*ects of a Bil! to he intro. 
duced by Mr. Neville Chamberlain in 
order that they might be disfranchised and 
unable to vote in municipal elections. It 
is felt in Government quarters that such a 
Bill is necessary in view of the abuses now 
existing, but it is very unlikely that it 
will see the light next session. 


Clab Hours. 


One of the questions likely to loom large 
in the House of Commons next session Ns 
that relating to licensed premises and cluy 
hours. The Government, well aware of the 
feeling among Conservative members, is 
considering whether it will not be as well 
to set up a committee to inquire into the 
present position of the liquor industry and 
thus avoid the demand for a Bill, which 
is certain to be made. This would cover 
the hours of opening. The Libera) Party 
is also to nold an inquiry into the liquor 
trade, and it is hoped to secure Lord Buck- 
master as chairman of the committee. 


Coal Prices. 


The price of coal is to be advanced 
generally in London on Friday, but ‘n 
many cases coal merchants already have 
put -up their prices. Tho excuse is that 
increased charges at the collieries neces- 
sitated higher prices. The official view, 
however, is that the step is unjustified. It 
has been found as a result of inquiries that 
there has been an exceptional demand 
from the public on account of the cold 
weather, a demand that made it dificult 
for the coal merchant to carry Out fis 
orders. The merchants, therefore, had to 
buy im directions which they otherwise 
would not have troubled, and had to pay a 
little more, but not sufficient to entitle 
them to increase the prices all round.

QUESTION OF PROFIT. 
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STATEMENT BY THE LABOUR 
PARTY. 

The following statement has been issued 
by the Irish Labour Party :— 

In connection with the Coinage Bill just 
introduced in the Dail, it may be noted that 
the question of a distinctive Free State token 
coinage was raised by the Leader of the 
Labour Party by a question to the Minister 
for Finance as long ago as November 6th, 
1924. The Minister then stated that the face 
value of silver coins. in the hands of the 
public and in Irish bank offices was estimated 
at about £1,500,000, and that on the then 
price of silver, and with 50 per cent. alloy, 
the profit on a new issue would be in the 
neighbourhood of £800,000. 

Some newspaper comments on the present 
bill would seem to suggest that the profit on 
an Irish token coinage would be £500,000 
annually. This, of course, is not the case. 
On first replacement of the British coinage 
there would be an immediate and substantial 
profit, but the annual profit would be derived 
only from replacements, and, as the life of a 
silver coin may be as much as thirty years, 
the annual profit would -be very much less 


than £500,000.

ANOTHER BARRIER TO FREE 
INTERCOURSE. 


The following are the views of the Belfast 
Unionist newspapers on the Coinage Bill :— 
4 Belfast News-Letter.—It 1s impossible to 
regard the proposal as anything but a politi- 
cal move. intended further to emphasise the 
‘separatism ” of the Irish Free State, and 
its aloofness from all that the Empire 
cherishes and venerates.

An influential deputation waited on Pre- 
sident Cosgrave and Mr. ,McGilligan at 
Government, Buildings, Dublin, yesterday, to 
lay before them the position of the woollen 
industry in County Cork, and to appeal for a 
reduction in the road tax on Ford motor 
cars. 

The deputation, which was introduced by 
Mr. J. Walsh, Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, consisted of Messrs. O’Brien and 
O’Sullivan, woollen manufacturers, Douglas ; 
Mr. Kelleher, of Messrs. Booth and Fox, 
eiderdown manufacturers; Senator Linehan, 
Messrs. Egan and Prior, members of the 
Dail; Mr. Mahony, Blarney, etc. 

Mr. Mahony mentioned that they, in the 
woollen industry, had been opposed to the 
idea of Protection until the end of last year, 
but they now believed that it was their only 


salvation. Their conversion to this view was 
due to the excellent results which had 
followed from the tanfís on hosiery and 
blankets 


The President, in his reply, said that the 
considerations which were urged by the mem- 
bers of the deputation already had been fully 
and ably represented by the Postmaster- 
General. The Government, however, would

Three brothers Mandeville—Alexis Morton, 


aged 57; Walter, aged 51, and Hen 
Morton, aged 56, all financiers—appeared 
at the Old Bailey, London, yester- 


day, charged with conspiring to oii 
false pretences large sums of money from per- 
sons induced to entrust: money for invest- 
ment to the Financial Mail Operating Trust. ’ 
to“; all pleaded guilty. 

Mr. Eustace Fulton, in prosecuting, said 
that the three brothers were in partnership 
in a ‘concern which dealt in stocks and shares, 
called the Financial Mail and Exchange. They 
also owned the Financial Mail, and in this 
paper they boosted certain stocks and shares, 
and invited the public to buy them. They 
declared profits from time to time, although 
they made no profit at all, and by this means 
induced other people to send for investment 
very large sums indeed. Another company 
called Mandevilles, Ltd., bought the stocks 
and shares. 

_Counsel said that the position of the Finan. 
cial Mail and Exchange, in 1919, showed total 
adverse balance of about £50,000. In these 
circumstances the Financial Mail Operating 
Trust was formed, and circulars were sent 
out showing that a profit of 30 per cent. had 
been paid. Subscribers were formed into 
groups, and the supposed profits made by 
early groups were paid out of the money 
subscribed by later groups. 

In March, 1920, the Financial Mail and 
Exchange accounts showed that £494,000 had 
been received from subscribers, and £312,000 
paid to the Financial Mail Operating Trust 
léaving the balance which should have been 
in hand £182,000. In May, 1920, all the 
money in hand was £55. 

Counsel mentioned that the total amount 
received from the public in cash subscriptions 
was £511,800, and though it was difficult to 
estimate the exact amount misappropriated, 
the total would be something like £260,000. 

The Chief Inspector of Scotland Yard, giv- 
ing particulars of the career of the accused, 
said that they had been for years past en- 
gaged in “ bucket shops.”

DECLARATION BY THE NEW 


AMBASSADOR. 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

M. Henry Berenger, the new French 
Ambassador to the United States, informed 
President Coolidge to-day that the French 
were resolved to settle the debts contracted 
for her defence as promptly and fully as her 
present and future possibilities would allow. 

The interview took place this afternoon 
when the Ambassador visited the White 
House in order to present his letters of 
credence. 

“France knows that the economic world 
cannot be brought back to equilibrium,” 
continued M. Berenger, “ unless everyone in 
the world meets their internal and external 
obligations by the strict restoration of credit 
and confidence.” 

President Coolidge replied that it was his 
honest hope that a fair and _ honourable 
adjustment of the French war debt would 
be reached in the near future. ‘‘ There should 
be no insuperable difficulty in arranging such 
an adjournment,’ the President continued, 
“since you have only now reiterated the 
fidelity of your Government to the sanctity 
of contract, and since you know the spirit of 
loyal friendship in which the American Debt 
Funding Commission is prepared to discuss 
the matter.” 

Declaring that France was giving proof of 
her desire for peace through reason and 
justice, rather than through force, the 
President said that he foresaw long years of 
continued and intimate co-operation between 
the two countries.—(Reuter.)

A PLAIN TALE AND A 
PLAIN CHOICE, 


‘ —_— 


In a leading article The Times observes :-— 
In his speech at Leeds last night, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer told the nation 
a plain tale and summoned them to make 
a plain choice. The tale is not in the least 
sensational; it is, indeed, mainly a sober 
recapitulation of facts and of consequences 
which Mr. Churchill made in his Budget 
-speech, in his speech at the Mansion House 
in July, his s at the Oyster Feast in 
October, and his speech on Supplemen- 
tary Estimates for the coal subvention in 
December. He finds us in a serious financial 
erd» economic position in January, as he did 
in April, and, in January, as in April, he 
tells us that all-round economy is indispens- 
able, to avoid an aggravation of our burdens. 
The labours of the Cabinet Committee of 
Economy and of the Colwyn Committee have 
enabled the Government to decide upon a 
series of economic proposals which they mean 
to place before the House of Commons forth- 
with. The estimates of the several depart- 
ments will be submitted at the same time, 
and between them the Economy Bill and 
Estimates will present the whole project of 
the Government for public consideration and 
judgment. The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
claims, as he claimed for his Budget; that 
the scheme must be judged ag a whole. ‘There 
is practically ne hope that present reductions 
can be made on expendittre as it stands. The 
object of the scheme is to check the enormous 
annual inereases in all branches of the public 
service—to stem the rising flood, not to beat 
it back. 

Upon the next Budget the Chancéllor ní 
the chicas could not be expected to make 
interesting disclosures at this time of the 
year. ' But it is consoling to see that Mr. 
Churchill is still able in January to reaffirm 
the opinion he cautiously expressed in the 
autumn, that there is no reason for supposing 
that the calculations of last April will prove 
delusive. He still thinks that wtnless they 
should be upset by some wnforeseen event 
they may possibly prove to have been more 
accurate than usual. It has been necessary 
to -provide for the coal subvention by an 
expenditure which Mr. Churchill now esti- 
mates at £21,000.000 to the end of March. 
and of which £19,000,000 must figure as a 
deficit in the accounts of the present year. 
This huge addition to the burdens, which must 
continne to bear down industrv and employ- 
ment for years to come, was made, admittedly. 
as a temnorary remedy fo avert mve evil 
suddenly sprung upon the community; but 
no community, however wealthy and howcver 
sensible of those evils, can bear, or ought 
te bear, such a load for an indefinite time. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer tells us 
that we shall be in a far better position to 
meet. the situation which will arise in April 
than we were to meet the situation which 
existed in Angust. It is to be honed that 
we shall, as it is to be hoped that by that date 
the material as well as the moral situation 
will have substantially improved.

R. Winston Churchill, Chancellor -of 
the Exchequer, in a speech at Leeds 
yesterday, indicated that the British Go- 
vernment is about to take special measures 
in order to bring .expenditure under 
control. 

A Standing Committee of the Cabinet, 
he said, had examined the whole problem, 
and certain legislative changes were con- 
templated. There was not likely to be 
positive decreases in expenditure, but all 
the Services must make sacrifices, and it 
was hoped to arrange matters so that, 
even if there was a slight increase of 
expenditure in some directions, further 
demands upon the taxpayers. would be 
avoided. 7 

The Minister did not give details of the 
plan, but he stated that local authorities 
must be prepared to find the money for 
certain automatic increases in the expen- 
diture on education, and that he preferred 
the block system of grants to the per- 
centage system. 

True economy, he added, must be 
accompanied by wise expenditure. The 
country’s credit resources would be used | 
during the year in developing a great — 
undertaking for the production of cheap 
electricity and in developing the Empire. 

He believed that, apart from the coal 
subvention, which would cost about 
£21,000,000, and could not have been fore- 
seen. his Budget estimates would work out 
with remarkable accuracy.

DEMANDS THAT WOULD 


MEAN HIGHER TAXES. 


Mr. Winston Churchill said that the 
Government had been engaged for several 
months in making a survey of tlie country’s 
expenditure with a view to curbing increass 
and effecting reductions. They were not likely 
to be very successful in producing positive 
decreases. The greater part of their time had 
been taken up in grappling with the enor- 
mous annual increases in every branch of 
expenditure which arose from deep-seated 
causes and in pursuance of Acts of Parlia- 
ment, All the departments had been called 
upon by the Prime Minister to frame their 
estimates in the most moderate manner and 
to reduce them as much as possible. Not- 
withstanding this the total estimates with 


Saxon Parliament, and cannot yet come to 
Berlin, the formal presentation of the new 
Cabinet to the Reichstag will not take place 
till Tuesday next. In the meantime, the 
Reichstag will dispose of the budget. It 
seems probable that on the occasion of his 
declaration of policy the Chancellor will ask 
not for a vote of confidence, but for the 
acceptance of the Government s statement by 
the Reichstag. 

If one may judge from the present attitude 
of the parties towards his Government as 
finally constituted, both the Nationalists and 
the Socialists will abstain from voting, and 
the Chancellor will be supported by about 180 
votes against the opposition of the Extreme 
Left and Extreme Right, with their combined 
60 votes. The prospects of the new Govern- 
ment are not regarded with optimism in any 
quarter. The Nationalists are disposed to 
regard it as merely a veiled form of the 
coalition, to which they have all along 
declared vaecompromising hostility, and it is 
probable that, Herr Luther will find the task 
of playing off the Socialists against the 
Nationalists, and vice versa, in order to main- 
tain his political balance in the Reichstag, 
not very easy.

REMARKABLE ACTION IN 


BERLIN COURT. 


BERLIN, Wednesday. 

Discontented with the yearly pension of 
£5300 granted her by the Mecklenburg Court, 
the Contessa de Hazzenau, a woman friend 
of the late Grand Duke Adolf Frederick of 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz, has appealed to the 
Berlin Court for the pension of £1,000 a year 
which the Grand Duke left her in his will. 
The case opened to-day. 

The defendants are the former Grand 
Duchess Elizabeth, Princess Marie of Lippe, 
and the Crown Princess Heliza of Mon- 
tenegro, the heirs of the late Grand Duke. 
Counsel for the defence argued that the 
Government of Mecklenburg was responsible 
for the former ruler’s obligations towards the 
plaintiff, who was at one time an actress. 
After the Grand Duke’s death she married 
an Austrian officer and obtained a Papal 
title. The Grand Duke’s heirs have obtained 
large sums from the State. 

In court to-day both parties pleaded the 
utmost poverty. The Court thereupon asked 
for details regarding the fortune of the Grand 
Ducal family, and the case was adjourned 
while this was being looked into.—({Reuter.)

SOVIET TRADE THROUGH 


ESTHONIA. 


TALLINN (REVAL), Wednesday. 
_ The Soviet Trade Mission here has officially 
inquired of the Esthonian shipping depart- 
ment, whether it would be possible to main- 
tain maritime traffic through Reval through- 
out the winter months, and has been given an 
affirmative reply. 

At a dinner given by the Mission to 
Esthonian jovrnalists, a renresertative of the 
Moscow Centrosoj ; (foreign trade depart- 
mgent) stated that Russian transit traffic 
through Reval could be increased to 60 car- 
loads daily as from Monday next. .

LEGISLATIVE CHANGES. 

When Parliament met a hill would be 
| brought before the House of Commons mak- 
| ing certain legislative changes which were 
| an indispensable part of their economy pro- 
posals. The programme of Government 
eccnomies would cover the whole field of ex- 
penditure. Every department would be 
asked to make sacrifices. What the Govern- 
ment were endeavouring to do was to curb 
expenditure all round in every branch of ad- 
ministrative activity. 

He would not anticipate the detailed state- 
, ments of the economies they had in view, 
but there was one comparatively small item 
which had been disclosed. He meant the 
pelicy in regard to education. This was the 
first small vessel of the economy fleet which 
had ventured out of harbour; and what a 
storm, what a squall, it had encountered ! 
(Laughter.) He agreed with those who 
thought that the education svstem must con- 
tinually progress and expand, but the ques- 
tion now being considered was not one of a 
reduction in the present total provided out of 
the Exchequer for education only, but for 
reducing the rate at which the burden was? 
lucreasing. 

Perhaps, if thrift was practised at the pre- 
sent time, before the end of this Farliament 
they might be able to make a notable ad- 
vance, at any rate, in the sphere of higher 
education. He made no promises, but he 
declared, on behalf of the Government, that 
they by no means contemplated a rest of 
stagnation in the educational system. 

WHAT EDUCATION OOSTS. 

Parliament had voted during the year over 
£40,500,000 for education in England and 
Wales, and it was estimated that the local 
acthorities would require to find about 
£32,000,000 from the rates. The Government 
were not asking that the Exchequer contribu- 
tion should be cut down. On the contrary, 
they contemplated a small increase, approxi- 
mately equal to the increased charge for 
teachers’ pensions. The demands made upon 
them were for increases of between one and 
two millions a year in excess of the increased 
provision. All they asked was that the local 
authorities should try to conduct their educa- 
tion in 1926 with, roughly, the same grant 
fiom the Exchequer as Parliament was asked 
to provide in the original estimate of, the 
current year. 

Of course, that implied that the local 
authorities would have to face the problem 
of certain automatic increases . within their 
own sphere, and would have to try to pro- 
vide for those increases by good and thrifty 
housekeeping. 

He was quite sure that there were a score 
of ways in which local authorities, by care- 
ful and frugal contrivance, would be able, 
if they really tried, to keep within the limits 
of the sum voted by Parliament, not only 
without reducing efficiency, but even by posi- 
tively enhancing it. ae 

With regard to the policy of substituting a 
system of block grants for the percentage 
grants, he said they would get far more real 
economy in Jocal government when the local 
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authorities knew that they were to receive a 
lump sum from the Government which they 
could administer as they chose, with the 
knowledge that they w have to bear the 
whole burden of any excess and would get 
the whole profit of any saving. That prin- 

, ciple inspired the measures which the 
Minister of Health uiifoldéd year by year. 
When it was achieved, it would not reduce 
to any marked extent the payment now made 
out of the Exchequer, but it would protect 
the national revenue against indefinite un- 
controlled increase.

form of expenditure, and he hoped that, they 
would not, be intimidated by sectional oppo- 
sition ¢o. what was a broad attempt on 
national lines to bring expenditure back into 
control, (Cheérs.) aaa 
ELECTRICITY SCHEME. 

A policy of true economy’ would nos | 
complete if it did not also provide for wise 
expenditure. The main. consi#uctive measure 
which the Government would snbmit to Par- 
liament this year was a great scheme of 
electrical development. The . electricity 
schemes of the Government would not involve 
the ‘additional e iture of revenue, but 
they would involve an extensive use of British 
credit in the form of a Government. guarantee. 
No better use could be found for British 
credit at the present time than in stimulating 
a first-class electrical development.in Great. 
Britain. ; "ae Ot: Og RS 

There were two other directions.in which 
their credit resources were being utilised as a 
direet measure of policy. “They were enabling 
the Post Office to spend about £12,000,000 a 
year in the extension.and improvement of the 
telephone system, and they were also using 
theit credit to develop the Empire, nof only: 
the great self-governing Dominions that drew 
so freely upon the»money market, but also 
places like fast Africa, to which a £10,000 ,000 
guaranteed loan had been given to increase 
the railway systems. 

Many loose and wild statements had been 
made recently about the condition of Britain's 
finances. Everyone knew that at the begin- 
ning of the third quarter of the year they 
often had what looked like a big deficit im 
the national accounts. - Those who thought 
that they conld best help the country by 
crying down its credit and blackening its 
finatcial reputation had been able to disport 
themselves this vear by repeating and print- 
ing alarmist statements about that deficit. 
He was not going to anticipate what the 
actual outturn of the year would be, but he 
knew no reason for supposing that the Budget 
calculations would be vitiated or falsified. On 
the. contrary, he thought it was quite possible 
that, unless something new and unforseen 
happened, they would work out with even 
more than the usual accuracy. 

THE GOAL SUBSIDY. i 

In saying that, he did not, of course, in- 
clude the cost of the coal subvention. That 
was an entirely separate matter that could 
not have been forseen at the time the 
Budget was introduced, and it had no 
relation to any calculations then made. 
The most extraordinary mis-statements had 
been made regarding the amount of the sub- 
vention. According to his information, the 
total cost would not be fifty millions. It 
would not be thirty millions. It would not 
even be twenty-four millions—the sum which 
we mentioned originally as a maximum figure. 
Jt might probably be in the neighbourhood ot 
twenty-one millions, of which nineteen millions 
would fall to be paid in the current year. 

That, of course, was a very serious burden ; 
but before condemning it, it might be worth 
while to cast an eye upon what would have 
happened to the country’s finances if, instead 
of the subvention, they had had a prolonged 
paralysis of national industry, While it was 
true that the difficulty still lay ahead, the 
situation would be faced, and they should be 
in a far better position to deal with it than 
existed in August last. If there was to be an 
industrial struggle, everyone would know that 
every effort in human power had been made 
by the Government and by Parliament to 
avert it. The country would have the fullest 
information upon the whole of the dispute, 
and would have the advice of the best Com- 
mission that could have been appointed. 

Those facts would give them a better charice 
of averting the struggle altogether than 
existed in August, and would give them in an 
overwhelming degree the support of public 
opinion, if the worst came to the worst, ‘in 
any measure it was necessary for the Govern- 
ment to take: to vindicate the supremacy of 
national interests over sectional interests, 
however formidable. (Cheers.) 

BRIGHTER OUTLOOK. 

There was an undoubted, though slight and 
slow, improvement in the industrial and com- 
mercial outlook. From many quarters came

employment had been sensibly reduced, in 
spite of a continually increasing population 
of wage-earners. There was hope for all.

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MR. LLOYD GEORGE: AND 
CO-OPERATION, 

Addressing the Carnarvon Boroughs Liberal 
Association last night, Mr. Lloyd George de- 
clared that the first year of Tory Government 
must have been a disappointment to those 
who looked for better times. We could not, 
he said, spend many such years as last, with- 
out irreparable mischief, What was the 
alternative to such Government? They must 
admit that the experiment of 1924, of putting 
a Socialist Government into power without 
conditions was a bad political blunder, for 
which he took his full share of blame. But so 
far as he was concerned—never again! 

As to the future, it was not, in his judg- 
ment, the wisdom of Liberalism at this 
moment to negotiate alliances with another 
party. Prudence dictated that it should, by 
sustained and united efforts, make a powerful 
position for itself in the country, with a view 
to securing a large representation in the next 
Parliament. When that was achieved, then 
it could decide to co-operate with any body of 
men who would undertake to carry through 
the programme it approved. It might 
not involve co-operation in forming a Govern- 
ment,’ but merely in constituting a Parlia- 
mentary majority that would govern the 
country on lines agreed upon as a condition 
of support. 

They had three or four years to teach the 
nation, and the more support they won the 
greater would be their influence in decided 
action. Their support, then, might be the 
determining factor, and might mould the 
course: of events. The foolish calculation 
made on the expected disappearance of 
Liberalism would then be demonstrably falsi- 
fied. 

Referring to the Liberal reports on coal 
and electricity, he expressed -his. conviction 
that their practical character would be vindi- 
cated by what would happen this year. It 
might take longer before the Liberal land 
recommendations received the same measure 
of acceptance, but he was convinced that, 
in the foes run, in substance they would be 
adopted by one party ofr the other.

AIMS OF TOWN TENANTS BILL. 


The bill to make all town tenants the 
absolute owners of their homes, which the 
All-Ireland Executive intends to introduce in 
the Dail, was discussed by the organiser of 
the Executive (Mr. P. J. Scalian) at a meet- 
ing of South Kilkenny ‘Town Tenants, in 
Thomastown on Tuesday evening. 

The clauses of the bill, Mr, Scallan pointed 
eut, would include fair rent, fixity of tenure, 
and right to purchase. When the bill, which 
was sure to be passed, became law, about 
fifty per cent. of ghe town tenants could 
purchase their homes without any Govern- 
ment aid, and the remaining fifty per cent. 
could be giten house bonds, which would be 
a sound investment, and a most important 
factor in securing for every purchaser of his 
house a deep-rooted interest in his home, his 
native town and his native land. 

The Government was bound to give the 
same treatment. to town tenants as had been 
given to tenant farmers, and it was the duty 
of the Farmers’ Party to stand by the town 
tenants, who had supported the farmers, 
financially and otherwise, during the days of 
the Land League and United Irish League. 

His Executive, Mr. Scallan said, also in- 
tended to insist on a scheme of national sani- 
tation, which would be a State charge, and 
which was as essential as the Shannon 
scheme.

hopes. So far, appeals made with the object

no room for doubts or ambiguities. A more 
generous response would, 1 feel sure, have 
evoked generous action: the heart. of Britain 
would have been won by the immediate and 
sympathetic acceptance of the advances she 
had made, and a new situation would have 
been created, based upon mutual trust and 


ggodwill, 


I shall refrain from discussing the various 
ewrents of Indian political thought that have 
found expression in diverse directions since | 
last addressed you. I desire to avoid com- 
ment that might possibly accentuate the 
differences between the political parties and 
the Government. Yet I must speak 
my personal opinion with frankness. A 
study of the various speeches, and of 
numberless Press articles has led me to 
regret the more that there should be such 


hesitation in plainly recognising and accept- 
ing the new situation, to which the Govern- 
ment’s invitation pointed. 

As I have indicated, I had cherished the 
thought that the attitude of the Government 


would have made a more cogent appeal to 


the generous minds of India. But it would 


appear that the opportunity is not to be | 


seized; it is to be allowed to lapse; and, 
indeed, in some quarters I gather that the 
intention, as at present expressed, is to re- 
ject it. And yet I believe that there is 
already the beginning of the yrowth of better 
rélations. I wish the evidence had been 
more marked, but, nevertheless, I think I 
have discerned it, and I deem it fair to state, 
as I have already acknowledged on previous 
occasions, that there is some improvement in 
the general attitude, some change in the 
tone and temper of politicians towards the 
Government. I shall continue to watch 
events here and throughout the country with 
deep interest, and it is my earnest prayer 
tint the hopes tu which still cling may 
not be disappointed, and that a new ‘a 
m:, dawn in Indian progress—an era of 
more sympathetic understanding, more wide- 
spread -trust, and more universal good-will.

, PEKING, Wednesday. 

The. occurrences on: the Chinese Eastern 
Railway have a rather particular interest at 
the present’ moment. ie administration of 
the line is practically Russian, and is directed 
from Moscow. The military and police pro- 
tection and control are purely Chinese, 
directed from Mukden. Mukden is notoriously 
anti-Bolshevist. 

In “North ‘Chine the position of the 
Kuominchun (National Armies)—that is, of 
Feng Yu-hSiang and: his generals ard 
associates—is heing seriously threatened from 
several direetjions. Mukden troops have just 
severely defeated the Fourth Kuominchun at 
Shanhaikwap,’ and entered Chihli. Another 
attack is being ‘develéped from Tsangchow, 
in Chihli, ta-the south, of Tientsin, and Wu 
Pei-Fu is reported to be preparing an attack 
on the Second Kuomirchun in Honan. It is 
through the Kuominchun element that. the 
Bolshevists. have acquired what may be called 
an influential ‘footing, in” North China. 
The Chinese troops always travel free, gratis, 
and for nothing on the rai!ways, and it is an 
afiront of théir sovereign spirit to mention 
the word payment. But the Bolshovist mana- 
ger of the Chinese Eastern Railway has 
suddenly decreed that Chinese soldiers travel- 
ling on his railway, which he landably seeks 
to conduct on ecohomic principles, must pay, 
or not travel at alj. A train load of Chinese 
troops have defied the Russian manager, and 
they are being supported by their military 
superiors. . The Chinese military, in fact, 
have usurped the authority of the civil 
control. 

The Bolshevists are furious, and Kharbin 
is much excited. Mobs have rioted, the 
Siberian man, traffic has been interfered with, 
and the Consular body have made represen- 
tations to: both sides. The Bolshevists are 
reported to have threatened to bring in Red 
troops to protéct their railway rights, as they 
were protected under the Tsarist régime. If 
they do so Chang Tso,Lin will have another 
war on his hands, and will have no time to 
attend to the Kuominchun. Thus at the 
expense of a direct encounter with Chang 
'Tso-Lin Muscow would have saved their 
Kuominchun friends; and miaintairied their 
line of commdénication with the Chinese, body 
auc soul.—(Per Press Association—Copy- 
right.) 


A PERILOUS SITUATION. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE,

i PEKING, Wednesday. 

The foreign Consuls at Kharbin, including 
the Japanese, have filec a vigorous protest 
to the Manchurian officials against the 
seizure of the trains of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway by the troops of Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin, and have lodged a strong warning 
against damage or chstruction to mail trains. 

The Soviet Ambassador, M. Karakhan, in 
a lengthy protest to the Foreign Office re- 
garding the same incident, demands that the 
local Manchurian authorities shall be in- 
sttucted to restore order, and asks for a 
prompt reply «ss to what steps are being 
taken in that direction. M. Karakhan also 
states that, should the Manchurian authorities 
refuse ‘to comply, he would like to diseuss 
with the Peking Government what joint 
measures Russixt and China should take to 
compel compliance. This is understood to 
be tantamount to a declaration that, should 
Marshal Chang ‘Tso-lin. refuse to hand back 
the trains; the Peking Government and the 
Sovie’ Govertiment would be willing to join 
in a campaign against him by policing Man- 


Réalising the perilous situation into which 
China is drifting, the Chinese Foreign Minis 
tes, Dr. Wang, who has become jhe real 
spokesman of the make-shift Government, is 
proposing to offer an olive branch. In a for- 
mal reception to all the Foreign Correspon- 
dents, here to-day, Dr. Wang, reitegpting the 
pledges of the sanctity of the Tre and 
asking. co-operation for remedying such as are 
derogatory to sovereign rights, declared*that 
two urgent problems were’ now i 
the Government. The first was the return 
the country to law and order; the second, 
that China must make internal political

BROWNING MEMORIAL 
UNVEILED. 

A memorable event took place in London- 
derry yesterday, when the Marquis of 
Dufferin and Ava unveiled a memorial tablet 
to Captain M. Browning, the Commander of 
the Mountjoy, which broke the boom across 
the Foyle in 1689, and brought relief to the 
beleagured garrison. 

A platform was erected underneath the 
tablet, and a large concourse of citizens 
witnessed the interesting ceremony. The 
Mayor and members of the Corporation 
assembied in the Council Chamber, and, in 
their robes, marched to the platform, with 
the Marquis of Dufferin and Ava and a 
number of revresentative citizens. 

FORERUNNER OF ZEEBRUGGE. 

The Marquis of Dufferin and Ava said that 

the Relief of Derry takes its place among the 


runner and a precursor of Zeebrugge, and as 
we read of the little Mountjoy battering her 


boat. scrambling on to the obstruction-to cut 


self on the Mole at Zeebrugge. We feel, too, 
with pride that the name of our Michael 
Browning is worthy to stand in the glittering 
list of Britain’s sea heroes. 

Sir F. Hervry Miller, Town Clerk, read a 
letter from Rear-Adimal F. Martin Leake. 
C.B., D.8.0., R.N., regretting inability to 
he present, and stating that ‘‘as a descendant 
of the captain of H.M.S. Dartmouth, who also 
took part in the action on that nifemorable 


that the name of the gallant Browning. who 
gave his life to save the hard-pressed garrison, 
is to be honoured in Derry.”’ 

“ My visit, pre-war, to Ulster," he added. 
“will never be forgotten, and their very kind 
messages and sympathy when the poor Path 
finder was lost will also “never be forgotten.’ ”’ 

TRIBUTE TO LORD LONDONDERRY. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony the 
members of the Corporation and other guests 
retired to the Guildhall, where a luncheon 
was given by the Mayor in the Minor Hall. 

The toast of the King was enthusiastically 
and loyally honoured. ‘ 

The Mayor then proposed the toast of the 
Marquis of Dufferin and Ava, which was en- 
thusiastically honoured. 

The Marquis of Dufferin and Ava, in the 
course of his reply, paid a glowing tribute to 
Lord Londonderry, who he described as the 
pillar of the Northern Senate. In spite of 
tempting offers from the other side, he did 
net desert them until he felt that the danger 
was over. 

The Marquis added that he was in charge 
of the Ulster Naval Volunteer Reserve, and 
he was anxious to get more officers for it. 
He would very much like to get one or 
more Roman Catholic officers, because they 
in the Navy knew no religious differences. 
(Hear, hear.)
